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Stone Money of the Island of Yap

Author’s Note — This subject had introduction to the readers of The Numismatist 
in the article by Howland Wood published in the January, 1906, issue. 

The grotesque in money is exemplified by three specimens of the stone 
money of the Island of Yap, just placed on view at the Chase National Bank 
as a part of its Collection of Moneys of the World, comprising over 40,000 
items. Many curious shapes fashioned from odd materials have been used as 
circulating media, but money of stone in the form of large grindstone-like 
discs certainly is the most extraordinary that man has adopted. The natives 
of a tiny South Sea island are the proud possessors and originators of this 
most unusual medium of exchange and evidence of their wealth. They are 
the brown-skinned inhabitants of Yap. one of the Caroline Islands. Mother 
Nature has generously supplied them with necessities — fruits and other foods

are theirs for the picking. But there are things to be bought and neighbors 
to rival; and man’s innate desire for possession is as strong with these natives 
as with civilized folk, and they satisfy this desire by the acquisition of stone 
money. 

Picture heavy, cumbersome, irregular stone discs, ranging from twelve 
inches to twelve feet in diameter as “coins.” They are hand-formed from 
grayish white limestone, on which a great amount of labor is expended, not 
only in their fashioning but in their transportation. In order to be moved 
or carried on a pole the coins have a hole in the center about one sixth the 
diameter and are tapered from center to edge, the center thickness being 
about one-sixth the diameter, the edge one-tenth or less. The stone is found 
on the island of Babelthuag, one of the Pelew Islands, which are about 300 
miles south of Yap. The natives travel to this island in canoes and on rafts 
and then return, their crafts laden with discs hewn from a particular variety 
and quality of stone, a hazardous journey through treacherous waters. 

In reality, then, labor is the true medium of exchange in Yap— labor which 
takes the tangible form of stone money, money that to civilization is not 
practical, useful, nor ornamental, but it satisfies the peculiar sense of value 
of these islanders. 
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The Caroline Islands were discovered by the Portuguese in 1526 and 
named for Charles II of Spain in 1686. Spanish claims were contested unsuc- 
cessfully in 1875. Following the Spanish-American War the Caroline Islands 
were purchased from Spain by Germany for S3, 300, 000. Twenty years later 
the Island of Yap came into prominence in World War settlements under 
the Verseilles Treaty. Its location was valuable for a cable base, and it may 
be recalled that following a discussion suggesting that the United States 
endeavor to command the island for cable station purposes it was widely 
published that the well-informed President Wilson asked: “Where is Yap?** 

Numismatists for many years had known about Yap and its strange money. 
As the United States sought no territorial prize from the war. Yap became a 
mandate of Japan, the United States to have cable privileges. 

The Caroline group consists of 500 coral islets east of the Philippines. 
The area is about 3 80 square miles. The chief products are copra, oranges, 
bread-fruit, cocoanuts, cloves and sugar cane. The population of the entire 
group is about 36,000, of which a very few are whites. Population is chiefly 
Malays. For administrative purposes the islands are divided into two 
groups — Eastern, with Ponape as capital, and Western, with Yap — 30 square

miles, population about 7,000. Yap, wh’ch is about 1,600 miles south of 
Yokohama, is a cable junction for lines to Manila via Guam and Shanghai. 

The Island of Yap came into prominence about 1900, due to the achieve- 
ments and death of Captain O’Keefe, the so-called King of Yap. O’Keefe 
went to the Carolines in the sixties and made a vast fortune in the copra 
trade. His death and the subsequent wrangling over his estate caused public 
notice. 

The stone money is particularly noted in an interesting book, “The Caro- 
line Islands,’’ by F. W. Christian, and regardmg which he gave detailed 
description. 

Mr. William Henry Furness, 3rd, who lived on this island during the year 
1903, tells about this stone money in his writings published soon after his 
return, but more particularly in his book “The Island of Stone Money.** 

“Another noteworthy feature of this stone currency, which is also an equal- 
ly noteworthy tribute to Yap honesty,’’ writes Mr. Furness, “is that it is not 
necessary for its owner to reduce it to possession. After concluding a bar- 
gain which involves the price of a fei (native name for stone money) too 
large to be conveniently moved, its new owner is quite content to accept the 
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bare acknowledgment of ownership and without so much as a mark to indi- 
cate the exchange the coin remains undisturbed on the former owner’s 
premises.” 

Mr. Furness tells of an old native soothsayer, named Fatumak, as most 
intelligent and invaluable for information, and continues: “My faithful old 
friend, Fatumak, assured me that there was in a village nearby a family 
whose wealth was unquestioned, acknowledged by everyone, and yet no one, 
not even the family itself, had ever laid eye or hand on this wealth. It con- 
sisted of an enormous fei, whereof the size is known only by tradition. For 
the past two or three generations it had been, and at that very time was, 
lying at the bottom of the sea! Many years ago an ancestor of this family, 
on an expedition after fei, secured this remarkably large and exceedingly 
valuable stone, which was placed on a raft to be towed homeward. A violent 
storm arose and the party, to save their lives, were obliged to cut the raft 
adrift, and the stone sank out of sight. When they reached home, they all 
testified that the fei was of magnificent proportions and of extraordinary 
quality and that it was lost through no fault of the owner. Thereupon it was 
universally conceded in their simple faith that the mere accident of its loss 
overboard was too trifling to mention, and that a few hundred feet of water 
off shore ought not to affect its marketable value, since it was all chipped out 
in proper form. The purchasing power of that stone remains, therefore, as 
valid as if it were leaning visibly against the side of the owner’s house, and 
represents Avealth as potentially as the hoarded inactive gold of miser of 
the Middle Ages, or as our silver dollars stacked in the treasury at Washing- 
ton, which we never see nor touch, but trade with on the strength of a printed 
certificate that they are there.” 

It is related that at the time the German Government assumed the owner- 
ship of the Caroline Islands, after the purchase of them from Spain in 189 8, 
they met with a very difficult problem in administration. The roads of the 
Island of Yap were in extremely bad condition. The natives were ordered to 
repair them, but they paid no attention to the commands of the officials. 
Finally it was decided to impose a fine for their disobedience. Then the 
difficulty arose. In what shape was this fine to be levied? Their only treas- 
ure was large stones. It would take half of the natives on the island to 
transport them and their largest building could not hold them. Then, too, 
their currency was hardly available as a circulating media in the Fatherland. 
Finally, some ingenious official solved the problem. A man was sent to all 
the disobedient districts and he simply marked a certain number of the most 
valuable fei with a black cross to show that the stones were claimed by the 
Government. This worked like a charm. The people thus dolefully impov- 
erished repaired the highways to such good effect that from one end of the 
island to the other they were like park drives. Then the Government dis- 
patched its agent, removed the crosses, the happy natives resumed posses- 
sion of their capital stock and rolled in wealth. 

An old friend of this writer, who was an apothecary on the U. S. cruiser 
Ossipee when that vessel in 1885-188 6 stood by the island, visited the island 
and interestingly tells of the natives and their stone money. He referred to 
the antics and curiosity of the natives from galvanic battery shocks and with 
their first mirrors — gifts from the shipmen They would look into the mirror 
and then back of it for the object 

The Yap fiat pearl shells about five inches across are used for small change; 
larger shells are a part of their most respectful burial ritual. Four shells 
are placed on the corpse before it is removed to the grave, whereof two of 
them are the prerequisites of the undertakers, who are always of the slave 
class, the remaining tw^o are buried with the corpse to pay for food on the 
journey to Yap heaven. Mats made of banana fibre are greatly prized, and 
sticks of licorice-soaked tobacco are good trading media for visitors to have. 

The stone money, or fei, of about twelve inches in diameter are used in 
the purchase of quantities of fish and vegetables. A “coin” about twenty 
inches in diameter is worth an 80 to 100 pound pig or 1,000 cocoanuts. 
Thirty-inch stones may be classed as big money, and one about four feet in 
diameter may purchase a “wife.” 

The Chase National Bank’s three specimens are 12, 26 and 30 inches, 
respectively, in diameter and are considered extraordinary additions to its 
•collection. The largest piece weighs 170 pounds. Of the specimens the one 
most prized was received by special favor direct from the island. Althougli

about 200 years old it is in perfect condition. It is 26 inches in diamteer 
and weighs 120 pounds. A fei of this size has the value of an 18 foot canoe, 
one-fourth acre of land, or about 10,000 cocoanuts These specimens are 
believed to be the first authenticated large fei to be received in the Western 
Continent. Similar pieces are to he found in the national museums of Ger- 
many and Japan. 


“THE COINAGE OF ENGLAND.” 

In “The Coinage of England,” just issued by the Oxford University Press,. 
114 Fifth avenue, New York city, the student of the coins of England will 
find a work that is not only valuable for reference but one that provides en- 
tertaining reading. Although the technical side is cf course, given due 
emphasis, it is a story of the English coinage, and it is made clear how close- 
ly allied coinage is to the economic and social history of England The 
author is Sir Charles Oman, K. B. E., president of the Royal Numismatic 
Society from 1920 to 19 30 and Member of Parliament for the University of 
Oxford. 

The work is a treatment of the subject from the earliest Anglo-Saxon 
coinage down to the end of the reign of Queen Victoria, from the historical, 
economic and artistic points of view, with short descriptions of the issues. 
The book is written in narrative form, but, though it is not a catalogue of 
every variety of coin according to the minute classification of the collector, 
yet every coin of historic importance is listed with remarks as to its par- 
ticular features of interest, whether economic or artistic. 

The narrative starts with the Anglo-Saxon coinage about 400 A. D., with 
its crude, ugly coins, and proceeds to trace the various steps, such as the in- 
troduction of the penny by Offa (757-96), the disgraceful issues of King 
John, where “the king’s sceptre looks more like a mace or a poker than a 
decent royal emblem,” the great recoinage of Edward I. the permanent gold 
currency of Edward III, and so to the expedients, chiefly at the expense of 
his subjects, of Henry VIII, the personal experiments and interest of James 
I, the niggling of Queen Elizabeth, down to the suggested decimal penny of 
Queen Victoria. The collector looking for a coin of particular significance 
will find the required reference in this book. The reader, wanting a man- 
ageable survey of a subject that has had no sufficient handbook for thirty- 
two years will find interest with accuracy. 

In his preface the author states that the book owes its origin to two series 
of lectures which he delivered in 19 28 for the benefit of those members of 
Oxford University who were interested in the English coinage, particularly 
as no introduction of the kind had been published since Herbert Grueber, of 
the British Museum, issued his “Handbook to the Coinage of Great Britain” 
in 1899. 

The author has also included a list of the mint-towns named on the old 
English coinage, as well as a list of mint marks found on the coins. 

The book contains 45 plates of line engravings. Perhaps this method of 
illustration serves better to convey the appearance of the early coins than if 
the more modern system of illustrating from photographs had been adopted. 
The publication price of the book is |7. 


A LONG-AWAITED NUMISMATIC BOOK. 

Collectors of cents will be pleased to find in this issue an announcement 
that Mr. Clapp’s long-awaited work on the cents of 17 98 and 17 99 is ready 
for distribution. The book describes and illustrates 47 varieties of the cents 
of 1798, which is 20 more than Doughty listed, and should make the collect- 
ing of the cents of that year as interesting and popular as the years 1794 
and 1 796 — more interesting, in fact, because most of the varieties of 1798 
can be obtained for a fraction of the price commanded by either 1794 or 
1796. 

Mr. Clapp has spent upward of ten years gathering data for his book, and 
since he is a gentleman of both wealth and leisure, he had opportunities for 
careful study which few collectors or students could command. The size 
and style of the work is uniform with Mr. Newcomb’s book on the cents of 
1801-02-03. 
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Medals of Massachusetts Bay Tercentenary 

SUPPLEMENTARY LIST. 

By SHEPARD POND, Boston, Mass. 

In the June, 1931, number of The Numismatist appeared as complete a 
list of medals and tokens relating to the 1930 Massachusetts Tercentenary 
as could be assembled up to the date of publication. Since that time several 
medals then unknown to the compiler and a number of varieties or adapta- 
tions of medals contained in the list have come to light. 

It seems appropriate at this time to publish a Supplementary List in two 
sections. The first comprises medals not included in the original list, and as 
the latter ended with Number 5 2, this Supplementary List commences with 
Number 53. 

The second section contains varieties of medals already known, listed 
under the numbers of the original medals with an indication as to the nature 
of the varieties. In most cases these varieties are created by the use of 
different ribbons for badge purposes or by the addition of ribbons and clasps 
to plain medals or tokens. It is felt that any such variety caused by the ad- 
dition of a ribbon and/or clasp with identifying marks linking it to a Ter- 
centenary event is worthy of record. 

On the other hand, varieties carrying ribbons or clasps without any refer- 
ence to the purpose which the altered medals or badges might have served 
or identifiable reference to an event at which they might have been worn 
seem not to be entitled to mention. Any list of this nature might be end- 
lessly enlarged by the use of vari-colored ribbons, etc. An endeavor has 
been made, therefore, to restrict this section to varieties bearing mention of 
the Massachusetts Bay Tercentenary and reasonably associated therewith. 

It is believed that beyond doubt other varieties, and probably some med- 
als not yet listed, are in existence, and the compiler would gladly welcome 
communication from anyone knowing of any medal bearing direct reference 
to the Massachusetts Bay Tercentenary which has not already been included 
in the original list or this supplement.

The subject of the essay was, 
“Our Colonial Forefathers,” and in the competition the students were 
divided into three categories, those in the last two years in high school, 
those in the first two years in high school and those in grammar school. 
In each category the first prize was a gold and the second prize a silver 
medal. Thus there were originally struck but three gold and three 
silver medals.

It was issued in three 
metals or finishes — gold plated for a first prize; sterling silver oxidized 
finish for a second prize; and bronze for a third prize.

There being nothing on this specimen to link it with any known 
event or locality it may be apochryphal.

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Two Washington Medals Taken From Bridge Pier 

Forty-four years after being taken from a pocket in the East pier of the 
Market Street bridge, Philadelphia, over the Schuylkill river, and 130 years- 
after being placed there, two medals of Washington — a Manly medal, the 
first Washington medal issued in this country, and a Westwood, one of Brit- 
ish origin, have finally returned to Philadelphia to stay. They are now part 
of the permanent exhibit of the Numismatic and Antiquarian Society of 
Philadelphia in Memorial Hall, Fairmount Park 

Both are well-known issues among collectors, the terms “Manly medal’^ 
and “Westwood medal” serving as brief designations for them among the 
many issues in honor of the first President of the United States. We are in- 
debted to F. D Langenheim, curator of numismatics of the Philadelphia 
society, for the details connected with their history and their return to Phila- 
delphia after forty-four years The illustrations are from photographs made 
from the medals taken from the bridge pier. 

The original bridge was built in 1801, and the two medals mentioned, to- 
gether with coins, papers and documents, were placed in a pocket in a granite 
block in the pier on the east side of the river. In 1887 the bridge was re- 
placed with an iron substructure cn the old piers, and it was at that time 
the granite block was found and opened by Frederick J. Amweg, C. E., in 
charge of the construction of the new bridge. Recently, in attempting lo 
trace the contents of the stone, Mr. Amweg was located in San Francisco,

who wrote the following letter to John L. Houston, in charge of the research 
work, who is connected with the Department of City Transit, Philadelphia: 

“In 1885 I was engaged to design the cantilever bridge over the Schuyl- 
kill river on the line of Market Street, and subsequently was placed in charge 
of its erection. This bridge was built on the exact location of the original 
bridge erected in 1801. During the demolition of the East pier I discovered 
the granite block with pocket. I personally removed the contents, which 
contained the two Washington medals and some coins. The two medals are 
marred, one showing cuts on the edge, the other a dent on the reverse. In 
order to lift the copper plate covering the pocket (it being securely cemented 
in place), I used a Mason’s chisel to pry it up, which came in contact with 
the medals and defaced them slightly. These were placed in the East pier 
with appropriate ceremony in the year 1801. This is verified by the inscrip- 
tion on the old copper plate which covered them, and which was restored 
to its original place (after a new inscription was engraved on the other side 
and electroplates were made), with appropriate ceremony, April 11, 1887.’” 

After the Washington meda’s passed into Mr. Amweg’s possession they 
traveled thousands of miles, for his duties as an engineer took him to for- 
eign countries as well as all parts of the United States After he was located 
in San Francisco he presented them to the Numismatic and Antiquarian So- 
ciety, Philadelphia. 

While neither medal ranks high as a work of art according to present-day 
standards, they are both interesting to collectors, and it seems appropriate ‘xt 
this time to devote some space to a description of them. 
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The Westwood medal is described as follows in “The Washington and 
National Medals,” by James Ross Snowden, in 1861: 

16. Obverse. Bust of Washington in civil dress facing the right. Legend. 
GEORGE WASHINGTON ESQR. LATE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA. Beneath the shoulder of the bust is inscribed the 
engraver’s name, WESTWOOD F. Reverse. WITH COURAGE AND FIDEL- 
ITY HE DEFENDED THE RIGHT OF A FREE PEOPLE. DIED DECr. 14, 
179 9, AGED 68. Inscribed with a wreath of laurel, upon which are arranged 
thirteen stars. Above is a bundle of thirteen arrows. Legend. MADE 
COMMANDER IN CHIEF OF THE AMERICAN FORCES THE 15 JUNE 
1775. Size 25. 

Snowden describes the Manly medal as follows: 

70. Bust of Washington in uniform facing to the left. Legend. GEORGE 
WASHINGTON, BORN VIRGINIA, and beneath the bust, FEB. 11, 173^ 
Reverse. GENERAL OF THE AMERICAN ARMIES 1775. RESIGNED 
1783. PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 1789, and the name of the 
engraver, J. MANLY. Size 30. This medal is sometimes called the “Man- 
ley” and sometimes the “Blacksmith” medal. It was got up in Philadelphia 
in 1790 by J. Manley. This medal enjoys the singular distinction of being 
certified to as presenting “a strong and expressive likeness of George Wash- 
ington and worthy of the attention of the citizens of the United States.” 



The Manly Medal. 


By the kindness of Mr. John McAllister of this city (Philadelphia) we 
have been put in possession of Carey’s Magazine for March, 1790, on the 
cover of which there is an advertisement for the issuing of a medal of Wash- 
ington. As the medal above described is, we believe, the one referred to in 
th paper we insert it here: 

“Medals from the earliest period of time have been regarded by every 
enlightened people as the greatest help to history and the best method of 
transmitting to posterity the memory of the heroes and patriots of the age, 
and one of the most honorary compliments a grateful people could confer on 
their favorites. As the history of mankind furnishes no instance of a hero or 
patriot who has better deserved, or has been more justly entitled to the af- 
fections or esteem of a grateful people than his Excellency the President of 
the United States, General George Washington, an artist is induced to offer 
to the citizens of America a medal with a striking and approved likeness, 
and such inscriptions or allegorical figures as shall best suit so great a char- 
acter, and he humbly hopes to be honored with their patronage. 

“To subscribers a medal will be delivered of fine white metal, to resem- 
ble silver, for one dollar; of a fine gold-colored metal, for two dollars; of fine 
silver, for four dollars; and of gold, in proportion to weight. 

“Subscribers will please to particularize the kind they choose. Subscrip- 
tions to be paid at the time of subscribing. 

“Medals at a dollar will be ready to deliver in ten days, and the others as 
soon as possible, when ordered. Subscriptions will be received by the print- 
ers hereof; by Mr. Rice, Bookseller, Market street; by the Artist, No. 1 
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Carter’s alley, Philadelphia; and by some one person in every capital town 
throughout the United States, as soon as appointments can be made. 

“We, the undersigned, have seen the medal of George Washington and 
think it a strong and impressive likeness and worthy the attention of the 
citizens of the United States of America. Philadelphia, February 22, 1790. 
Thomas Mifflin, President of the Supreme Executive Council of Pennsylva- 
nia; Richard Peters, Speaker of the General Assembly; Christian Febiger, 
Treasurer of the State; Francis Johnson, Colonel of the late Army of the 
United States.’’ 

In Mr. McAllister’s note to the writer he says: “The artist is not named, 
but his place is stated as at No. 1 Carter’s alley. I can recollect that Robert 
Scott, one of the first engravers of the mint, had his room in Carter’s alley, 
next to the corner of Second street, and it may be that himself, or some 
engraver in his employ, executed the die.’’ In the Maryland Gazette and 
Baltimore Advertiser of March 9, 1790, a copy of which is in our possession, 
a similar advertisement appears, but it is stated that subscribers for the 
medal were requested to send their orders and rem’ttances to “J. Manly, 
to the care of Robert Patton, Esq., Postmaster, Philadelphia.’’ The reverse 
of the medal has the name of J. Manly upon it as the artist. We are thus 
enabled to identify it as the one referred to in the advertisement. 

In W. S. Baker’s “Medallic Portraits of Washington,’’ Philadelphia, 1886, 
he refers to the Manly medal as follows: 

“The Manly medal, as it is generally termed, the production of Samuel 
Brooks, of Philadelphia (Samuel Brooks, goldsmith and seal cutter, 29 South 
Front street, Philadelphia City Directory, 1793), was published in that city 
by J Manly, March, 1790, and as mentioned is, so far as we know, the first 
Washington medal issued in this country. The head on this piece was exe- 
cuted in all probability from a model furnished by Joseph Wright, who 
painted a portrait of Washington from life at Philadelphia in 17 84, which 
was well known at the time and approved of as a likeness, and is said to 
have also taken a cast from the face, from which he produced a bust The 
medal, rather crude in execution, represents Washington as quite aged.’’ 

Baker says that the medal was struck in silver, bronze and tin, and that 
those in silver and tin are extremely rare. 


Metal and Paper Currencies of The Americas 

This digest of the “Metal and Paper Currencies of The Americas’’ was 
begun last month and will be continued for a few months It has been com- 
piled by James A. G. Pennington, of the Specialties Division, Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington, from reports received from 
representatives of the Departments of Commerce and State and from the 
Treasury Department. Similar compilations of the currency of other parts 
of the world have been published by us previously, also by Mr. Pennington. 

The terms “silver,’’ “nickel,’’ “copper,’’ etc., indicate that the coins con- 
tain fifty per cent or more of the metal named The metal composition of 
the coins varies greatly in different countries. 

As this list was compiled a few months ago, before Great Britain suspend- 
ed the gold standard, the value of the pound sterling in United States cur- 
rency is given as of the gold basis — $4.8665. As the present value of the 
pound is subject to fluctuation, the compiler’s figures will be used through- 
out the series of papers.

CHIDE. 

The official unit of currency of Chile is the peso, which consists of 
0.183 05 7 gram of fine gold. The peso has a par value of approximately 
10.1216 United States currency. The peso was established as the unit of 
currency by the Monetary Law No. 606 enacted October 14, 19 25. 

The metal currency of Chile consists of the following coins: Gold, 100,. 
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50 and 20 pesos; silver, 5, 2 and 1 peso; copper-nickel, 20, 10 and 5 centavos. 

Changes in the metal currency were authorized by Law No. 44 68 of Nov. 
27, 1928, but these changes have not been made up to present time. The 
silver 5 pesos are being withdrawn from circulation. 

Prior to the enactment of Law No. 606 subsidiary coins were of silver, 
but with the exception of a small amount still in circulation these coins 
were withdrawn after the nickel coins were placed in circulation. Silver 
and nickel coins minted in accordance with previous laws continue to be 
legal tender for their nominal value, subject to the same limitations as the 
new silver and nickel coins. 

No foreign coins are in circulation The use of foreign monies as legal 
tender is prohibited unless specifically provided for in contracts. 

Law No. 3460 of December 20, 1918, forbidding the export of gold, has 
been repealed and there are now no restrictions on the exportation or im- 
portation of gold coins or bullion. The importation of silver and minor 
coins is not prohibited. 

The paper currency of Chile consists of the following notes: 1,000, 500, 
100, 50, 10 and 5 pesos. 

Provision has been made for the production of a new currency issue, de- 
nominations being the same, with the addition of 5,000 and 10,000 peso 
notes, but the date on which this change is to take place is unknown. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Monetary Law No. 60 6 the Banco 
Central has undertaken to redeem outstanding old issues of Government 
bank notes and Treasury “vales.” On October 17. 1930, about 13,248,000 
pesos worth of the old notes were still outstanding. It is believed that most 
of these notes have been lost or destroyed. 

No foreign notes are in circulation. There are no prohibitions on the 
importation of foreign notes, but they are not legal tender unless specifically 
provided for in contracts. 


COLOMBIA. 

The official unit of currency of Colombia is the gold peso, which consists 
of 1.46447 grams of fine gold. The peso has a par value of approximately 
$0.9733 United States currency. The present parity of the Colombian peso 
was established by Law 11 0 of 1912, Codigo Fiscal, Articles 127-136. 

The metal currency of Colombia consists of the following coins: Gold, 
10, 5 and 2 pesos; silver, .50, .20 and .10 peso; copper-nickel, .05, .02 and 
.01 peso. 

The only old coins in circulation are some 5-centavo coins, which were 
issued prior to 1906. They are being retired. The circulation of foreign 
currency is negligible. Some Venezuelan currency is used in the northeast- 
ern section of Colombia. The importation of silver and nickel coins is pro- 
hibited by the Law of 1912. The exportation and importation of gold are 
not restricted. British sovereigns and half sovereigns may circulate in 
the country. 

The paper currency of Colombia consists of the following notes: 500, 100, 
50, 20, 10, 5, 2 and 1 peso. 

The only old notes outstanding are the one, two, five and ten peso notes of 
the National Government. Law 25 of 19 23 provides for their retirement at 
an annual rate equal to the profits of the shares of the Banco de la Repub- 
lica held by the National Government. 

The circulation of foreign paper money is slight. United States notes are 
available in small quantities along the coasts. The importation of foreign 
notes from countries with a gold basis is not prohibited. 

COSTA RICA. 

The nominal official unit of currency of Costa Rica is the gold colon, which 
consists of 7 00.2 milligrams of fine gold. Its par value is approximately 
0.465 United States currency. The actual unit of currency of Costa Rica is 
the paper colon, which has been stabilized at $0.25 United States currency. 

The present parity of the colon, four colones equal $1.00, was established 
by Law No. 17 of October 10, 1922, which created the Conversion Office as a 
division of the International Bank of Costa Rica. The law did not operate 
efficiently until 1924. 

The metal currency of Costa Rica consists of the following coins: Gold, 
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20, 10, 5 and 2 colones; silver, 1 colon (1890), 1 colon (1903), 50 centavos 
(1890), 50 centimos (1903), 50 centimos (1889), 25 centimos (1924) and 
25 centavos (1890); brass, 10 and 5 centimos; copper, 10 and 5 centimos; 
copper-nickel, 2 centimos and 1 centavo. 

There were silver coins of 0.10 and 0.05 colon, but they have disappeared 
from circulation. 

There is a small quantity of coins, no longer mentioned in the present 
monetary law, in circulation, but too small to be of any significance. The 
only foreign metal currency in circulation is United States gold, although 
the pound sterling, the French franc, and the German mark gold coins are 
legal tender. There are no restrictions on the exportation or importation of 
gold or silver coins or bullion. The importation of foreign minor coins is 
permitted. 

The paper currency of Costa Rica consists of the following notes: 100, 50, 
20, 10, 5 and 2 colones and 1 colon. 

There is a very small quantity of old issues of notes, not mentioned in the 
present monetary law, in circulation. United States notes represent practi- 
cally the only foreign notes in circulation. There are no prohibitions on 
the importation of foreign notes. 


CUBA. 

The official unit of currency of Cuba is the peso, which consists of 1.5046 
grams of fine gold. The par value of the peso is $1.00 United States cur- 
rency. The monetary law of Cuba establishes the money of the United 
States as well as the Cuban money as official money of the country. The 
present monetary system was established by an act approved October 29, 
1914, which is known as the Law of Economic Defense of that date. 

The metal currency of Cuba consists of United States coins and the fol- 
lowing Cuban coins; Gold, 20, 10, 5, 4, 2 and 1 peso; silver, 1 peso, 40, 20 
and 10 centavos; copper-nickel, 5, 2 and 1 centavo. 

United States metallic currency circulates freely in Cuba. On December 
31, 1929, there were United States gold coins to the value of $6,133,712, 
silver coins to the value of $217,850, and nickel and copper coins to the 
value of $66,302 in circulation in Cuba. The quantity of old issues of 
United States and Cuban coins in circulation is not definitely known, but is 
probably very slight. 

Circulation of currencies other than Cuban and American is forbidden by 
law. It is known, however, that there are hoards of Spanish and French 
coins still held in Cuba, and in a recent campaign for savings accounts one 
bank brought out a large amount in gold, which was received at bullion 
value. 

Decree 715 of May 3, 1920, continues the prohibition of Decree 1508 of 
October 4, 1917, against the exportation of coins and gold and silver in bars. 
It is necessary to apply to the Secretary of Finance for authorization to ex- 
port; and to pay a tax of one quarter per cent, established by Article XVII 
of the Public Works Law of July 15, 1925. Decree 1063 of August 12, 1915 
prohibits absolutely the importation of foreign monies of silver, copper, 
bronze and nickel, except United States coinages. The only prohibition 
against the importation of gold coins is Decree 1227 of September 11, 1915, 
which prohibits the importation of French and Spanish gold coins. 

The paper currency of Cuba consists of United States notes, as there is no 
Cuban paper currency. Details of United States notes are given under the 
United States. The Coinage Section of the Cuban Finance Department esti- 
mated that on December 31, 1929, United States notes to the value of 
$44,670,789 were in circulation. This figure does not include notes in the 
Treasury and in banks. 

The only old issues of notes in circulation consist of “old series” United 
States notes. Foreign notes other than United States notes do not circulate. 
Their circulation is prohibited by law and they have no legal status. The 
importation of foreign notes other than United States notes, is prohibited. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 

The official unit of currency of the Dominican Republic is the United 
States dollar. The gold dollar, under the name peso, which consists of 
1.504 6 grams of fine gold, is the standard unit of value. 
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Article 1 of Dominican law of June 21, 1905, declared that “all transac- 
tions and payments made in the Republic shall be effected upon the single 
base of gold money, taking as the universal standard coined American gold.“ 

The metal currency used in the Dominican Republic consists of United 
States coins and old Dominican silver, nickel, and copper coins. Details of 
the Dominican 1, 1/5, 1/10 peso and 5 and 2 V 2 centavo coins are not 

given, as they have a small circulation and are rapidly being withdrawn. 

The only old issues of coins in circulation are the Dominican coins which 
were last minted in 1897. Except for United States coins, the only foreign 
coins in circulation are Haitian coins, which pass freely as a medium of ex- 
change along the Haitian border. 

There do not appear to be any prohibitions or restrictions on the exporta- 
tion of gold or silver coins or bullion. The importation of foreign minor 
coins is permitted. The paper currency used in the Dominican Republic con- 
sists of United States notes. The total note circulation is reported to be 
about $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 as of December, 1930. No old issues of 
notes are in circulation. The only foreign notes except those of the United 
States which are in circulation are those of Haiti, which circulate along the 
Haitian border. There are no laws prohibiting the importation of foreign 
notes. 

ECUADOR. 

The official unit of currency of Ecuador is the sucre, which consists of 
0 . 3 009 3 3 gram of fine gold. The par value of the sucre is approximately 
$0.20 United States currency. The decree establishing the present partiy 
of the sucre is dated March 4, 1927. 

The metal currency of Ecuador consists of the following coins: Gold, 50 
and 25 sucres; silver, 2 sucres, 1 and V 2 sucre; nickel, 10, 5 and 2^ centa- 
vos; copper, 1 centavo. 

There are large numbers of old subsidiary coins in circulation, but they 
are being taken out as rapidly as possible. Circulation figures do not include 
gold, silver, nickel and copper coins held by the Banco Central del Ecuador. 
There is in circulation an unknown quantity of silver and minor coins of 
various old issues, which are legal tender at their nominal value on the same 
conditions as the new silver and minor coins provided for in the monetary 
law of 19 27. The quantity of old silver coins in circulation is small, but 
that of minor coins is large and varied. These old coins are being retired 
as received, but they are coming in slowly. 

Foreign coins do not circulate to any considerable extent. They have no 
legal status, except in so far as they may be stipulated in contracts. There 
are no restrictions on the importation or exportation of gold coin or bullion, 
and none on the exportation of silver coin or the importation of silver bul- 
lion. The importation of silver coin is, however, restricted to the Govern- 
ment of Ecuador. The importation of minor coins is permitted. 

The paper currency of Ecuador consists of the following notes: 1 00, 50, 
20, 10 and 5 sucres. 

Some old bank notes of the former banks of issue are still in circulation 
and were redeemed by the Banco Central until August 10, 1930, as a charge 
against its circulation. Since that date the notes are being redeemed for 
the account of the Government. Foreign notes have no legal status. There 
is no prohibition on the importation of foreign notes.

NEW C URRENCY FOR IRAQ TO RE DELAYED. 

The issuance of new Iraq currency, based on sterling, is to be postponed, 
the Minister of Finance has announced, says a wireless dispatch from Bag- 
dad to the New York Times. It is unfortunate, he said, that the people of 
Iraq were not disposed to place much faith in their new currency, which was 
due for issue on January 1, and he reminded those who were expressing 
doubt regarding the wisdom of basing it on sterling that foreign rupees 
which have circulated since the war, in which they appeared to have more 
faith, also were based on sterling. The postponement, he added, was not 
unlikely to extend beyond next December.

SOUTH AFKICA TO HAVE NEW (iOLD COIN. 

An emergency finance bill to enable South Africa to remain on the gold 
standard was carried in the Bouse of Assembly recently, says a press dis- 
patch from Cape lown. Finance Minister N. C. Havenga said that primary 
producers were in a serious situation, but contended that the condition was 
only temporary and would not justify suspension of the gold standard. 

The Government is planning to introduce a new gold coin of 113 grains 
of fine metal to replace the British pound. The new coin will probably be 
known as the “rand,” after the district which is the centre of the Transvaal 
gold fields.

“TO FOvSTEK THE INTEREST OF YOUTH IN THE SUBJECT.” 

Whether boys who show an interest in coins and collect them in a small 
way will retain that interest as they grow older is a question upon which 
opinion is divided. The Cincinnati Numismatic Association, however, has 
inaugurated a campaign the result of which may in time assist in deciding 
this question. Briefly, the Cincinnati members propose to hold semi-annual 
public exhibits of the collections of the boys and girls of that city, at which 
prizes will be given for the best displays. The first of these exhibitions was 
held recently, a report of which is published elsewhere in this issue. No 
mention is made of the material exhibited, but it had a splendid background 
in being held at the Netherland Plaza Hotel. 

If serious efforts are to be made to create or foster the interest of boys 
and girls in coin collecting, the plan adopted by the Cincinnati members 
seems to us one of the best that could be undertaken, for it combines system- 
atic effort with helpful and educational features. Under these conditions 
the boy collector will progress much more rapidly than when he receives only 
occasional or scant encouragement from older collectors. The semi-annual 
exhibits will be a stimulus to the boy to both add to and improve the condi- 
tion of his collection in the hope of winning one of the prizes, and they will 
also enable the Cincinnati members to observe whether progress is being 
made in the right direction. 

The plan has many good features, and clubs located in other cities can 
adopt the same or a similar line of work among the boys in their cities. 
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MEDAL COMMEMORATINC; ENGINEERING FEAT. 

Julio Kilenyi, of New York City, is the designer of a medal issued to com- 
memorate the opening of the George Washington Memorial Bridge. This 
bridge links Port Richmond, Staten Island, with Bayonne, N. J. Copies of 
the medal were presented to guests at the ceremonies. 



The obverse shows two standing female figures, representing New York 
and New Jersey, clasping hands over a map of the section spanned by the 
bridge. The inscription is: “A Memorial to Friendly Cooperation Between 
States. New Jersey — New York.” The reverse has a view of the bridge. 
Inscription, “George Washington Bridge. Built and Owned by the Port of 
New York Authority. Dedicated 1931.” The bridge was formally opened 
on November 14 and cost $16,000,000. The medal measures 7 5mm. and is 
struck in bronze by the Whitehead & Hoag Company. We are indebted to 
Mr Frank C. Fergiiscn, vice-chairman of the Port of New York Authority, 
for a specimen for illustration. 


UNt IR(’ULATEI) (’OINS FOR ( 'OLLE( TORS. 

A special effort has been made during recent weeks by Nelson T. Thorson, 
Chairman of the Board of Governors of the A. N. A., through influential men 
in Washington, to have the Treasury Department furnish, upon request, 
uncirculated United States coins to collectors, dealers or others. This action 
was taken by Mr. Thorson, it is said, by the refusal of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to furnish a dealer with such coins. 

In the correspondence it was pointed out that the Government philatelic 
agency in Washington employs a number of clerks regularly in the selection 
of the finest specimv^ns of postage stamps for sale to collectors or dealers, 
by mail or over the counter, and a similar arrangement was sought for col- 
lectors of coins. 

So far results have not been very favorable. The Treasury Department 
says it does, however, undertake to provide specimens of coins for collectors 
when it is possible to do so in order to aid them in completing collections, 
but it is not intended to lend aid to dealers in coins for profit. 


“THE UNITED STATES ( OFFER COINS.” 

Scott Stamp & Coin Co , of New York, have placed on sale a 21-page 
pamphlet just compiled and published by Mr. Wayte Raymond, the well- 
known New York numismatist and dealer, on “The U. S. Copper Coins.” 
This booklet lists in a most compact space the series of U. S. half cents and 
large cents, as well as small cents, 2, 3 and 5-cent pieces, and their principal 
varieties. It is profusely illustrated, which make the main varieties and 
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types which are listed stand out very clearly, and to the beginner as well as 
to the expert in this series the booklet should prove of value. 

It is a clear demonstration of the desirability of plenty of illustrations in 
a compendium of this kind, as they readily present the principal points of 
the varieties to the reader without tedious and lengthy descriptions. It is 
not to be understood that the book can replace the more elaborate works on 
the various series and dates of half cents and cents, and all their die varie- 
ties, but as far as it goes, and as a bird’s-eye view of the U. S. minor coin- 
age, it is an admirable publication, forming a useful supplement to the sim- 
ilar publications on the “U. S. Gold Coins” and “Private Gold Coins” by the 
same author.

If it is thought that boys and girls are interested in money only from the 
standpoint of the articles they can buy with it, one has another guess com- 
ing. This was exemplified (in the first boys and girls’ exhibit given on a 
large scale under the auspices of the Cincinnati Numismatic Association) by 
the large number of coins, bills and medals placed on exhibit by the Greater 
Cincinnati children. 

It seems to be an inborn idea of the average numismatist that children 
gather junk. This is not the case, since those persons who visited the exhibi- 
tion on December 5 and 6, 1931, expressed themselves as believing they 
were seeing a professional numismatic exhibition. 

Chris H. Rembold, Charles H. Thul and William J. Schultz, chairman, were 
the committee who staged this exhibit. They divided the children into four 
classes, of ages from 7 to 10, 11 to 14, 15 to 16, 17 to 18 years of age. Six 
prizes for each class. A, B, C and D, or twenty-four prizes in all, were donated 
by the following: Four Itannicnic pure copper medals, with the names of 
the first-prize winners engraved thereon, ciincinnati Numismatic Associa- 
tion, donor; second prize, four silver dollar-size foreign coins, Chas. H. Thul 
and Herbert A. Brand, donors; third prize, four U. S. Grant commemorative 
coins, William J. Schultz and Chris H. Rembold, donors; fourth prize, one 
Battle of Bennington, Pilgrim and two Stone Mountain commemorative 
coins, Willis O. (]!rosswhite, Walter G. Boebinger, Chris H. Rembold and 
William H. Schwarz, donors; fifth prize, four 25c. uncirculated fractional 
currency bills, Byron H. Burns, donor; sixth prize, 10 foreign coins, four 
packages, Herbert A. Brand, donor. 

By strenuous effort on part of Harry T. Wilson, General Secretary of the 
A. N. A., and Nelson T. Thorson, chairman of the Board of Governors, the 
A. N. A. exhibit cases were taken out of storage, to be used for the childrens’ 
exhibit in Parlors A, B and C at the Netherland Plaza Hotel, the committee 
previously having, through the press, invited all boys and girls from 8 to 18 
years to call on the committee and register their name, address, age and 
kind of collection they held. Three days of registration brought us 27 
children exhibitors. 

White cards 10x16 inches had printed upon the upper margin Class A, 
No. 1 to 15. and likewise for Classes B, C and D. These cards were laid in 
the cases and the exhibits were arranged upon and around the cards. The 
judges named were Herbert A. Brand, Waldo C. Moore and B. J. Lazar. 
P^our cards for classes A, B, C and D, with six lines upon each card and the 
numerals of from one to six, allowed the judges to insert the number upon 
the proper line, of the winner of either the first to sixth prize in either of the 
four classes. Hand polished coins were barred. 

In order to teach the exhibitors “what to collect, and what not to collect,’’ 
lectures were given on coins, bills and medals, respectively, by Chris H. Rem- 
bold, Charles H. Thul and Herbert A. Brand, and in order to illustrate the 
particular theme, the lecturers showed proofs, uncirculated and fine speci- 
mens of the various coins, bills and medals, allowing the pupils to handle 
the specimens in the approved numismatic manner, and in addition only 
proofs and uncirculated specimens were shown in quantity of a variety of 
United States and foreign coins in three special cases for educational 
purposes 

It is the consensus of opinion among the members of the C. N. A. that 
these exhibitions will be given semi-annually hereafter, considering the 
serious attention given to classification and detail in their arrangement of 
their exhibits by these exhibitor children without the advice of experienced 
numismatists.

Mr. Marx: Peru, 8 escudos, 1837; Denmark, Fredrik HI, 1648-1670, Coro- 
nation klippe ducat, 1648, and Coronation klippe V 2 ducat; Switzerland, 
Berne, double ducat, 1771; Austria, Windschgratz, Leopold Victoria Johann, 
10 ducats, 1732; Transylvania, Stephan Bocskai, 1604-1606, 10 ducats, 1605; 
Transylvania, Georg Racoczy I, 1630-1648, 10 ducats, 1631; Germany, Hild- 
esheim, the City, 4 ducats, 1528, on the granting of the city’s coat-of- 
arms by Emperor Carl V. 

Mr. Raymond: Superb collection of Canadian current and broken-bank 
bills, exhibited by Mr. Boyd. 

Mr. Zerbe: Recent acquisitions: Six additional size or shape Celtic gold 
ring money; Maximillian Mexican peso with small head and letters; Indian 
Trader tokens, Gallup, New Mexico, 10c., 25c , 50c. and $1, zinc; seven va- 
rieties Mexican Revolution coins, some of which are not in Wood’s catalogue. 
Seventeen various rare paper money items including set of postal currency of 
Uruguay, 1868. “John Smith” bank emergency notes, 1907, of Grandview, 
Texas; one penny note, Carlisle, Pa., 1789; set of Baden-Powell emergency 
notes during the Boer War, February and March, 1900, the pound note being 
a blue print with embossed seal; postal savings bond No. 1, $20, 1911, 
twenty-year period. 

Mr. Morris exhibited the $1, $2 and $5 United States notes, 1896 issue; 
also several designs of this note in the original state, the work being ex- 
ecuted by his father. 

The membership committee reported favorably on the applications of Mr.

per ounce. On the National Metal Exchange, New York, daily fluctuation 
limit for silver is 300 points, 3 cents; a decline of this limit was reached and 
the market closed November 16th. Copper declined to the lowest price in 
history, less than 7 cents. The pound sterling has continued to decline, it 
now being quoted at about $3.30. Scandinavian kronas have been weak and 
now range about 18c. The Canadian dollar has lost ground to 83c. to 84c. 
Other exchanges have held fairly well. — Today’s news tells that France has 
increased its gold supply to a record peak. United States holdings of the 
yellow metal continues in a more than sufficient quantity. Press reports 
state Greece and South Africa have declared to continue on a gold basis. — 
Former King Alfonso of Spain has been outlawed and shorn of all honors by 
the Constitutional Cortes, yet the people continue to use money bearing his 
portrait. The Spanish peseta, normally 19.3 cents, has declined to about 
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8 cents. — Cocoanuts are reported as the only currency on the Island of 
Pukapuka. The name of this island was recently used in connection with 
postage increase to it. It is said there is no one on the island that can read 
or write.” 

The executive committee suggested that the topic for the January meeting 
be the “Coins and Tokens of Ceylon; Confederate Coins and Tokens; the 
Montgomery and Indian Princess Notes.” It was regularly moved, seconded 
and carried that these be the topics for the January meeting.

By Mr. A. E. Bagnall: A series of proofs and patterns, etc , of the reign of 
George II, including proofs of the twopence and penny of 1797 and patterns 
of the same year for the halfpenny and farthing; patterns for the penny of 
1797, with K. or SOHO under the shield on the reverse; penny of 1806 with 
Irish bust and with date on reverse; penny of 1805 struck in tin with ob- 
verse as the Irish penny, and reverse as the current penny of 1806, probably 
unique; penny of 1806 with obverse bust as the current coin of 180 6 and 
reverse bust as on the Irish penny of 1805. 

By Mr. V. B. Chowther-Beynon: Bronze weight of Toulouse; scale-box 
and weights of ROELOF VANDER SCHURE of Amsterdam, dated 1660. 

By Mr. H. J. Dakers: Early Scottish groats of James IV, including a two- 
shilling piece of Charles I without II, see Burns, fig. 1026, p. 47 8. Burns 
does not note that the obverse die of this piece is apparently the same as 
that used for the Vs unit (see Burns, fig. 1037), of which he illustrates a 
specimen in poor condition. 

By Mr. Lionel L. Fletcher: Eleven medalets relating to the Peace of 1814. 

By Lieut. -Colonel H. W. Morrieson: Three multiple thalers of the rela- 
tives of George I: two-thaler piece of Augustus; four-thaler piece of Chris- 
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tian Ludwig, and three-thaler piece of Ernest Augustus, of Lautenthal 
Mine. 

By Mr. H. W. Taffs: Token of Anderston Cotton Works in white metal with 
reverse “James Shaw — credit the bearer one shilling,” Apparently unre- 
corded; a very fine Commonwealth unite, 1653; Woolwich Camp, 3d. check, 
in white metal.
